aress of the voyage, There was nothing in the 
¢aptaio's atatement nor in the other evldence to 
show that this port was the termination of the 
voyege. Thera was nothing before the court to 
show that the men were engaged for rz months, 
from month. to month, or for'a particular voyage 
only. He urged that there was & great 
difference between this case and that referred 
to by bis learned friend, The maritime law was 
that'a seaman's wages were not dac until the 
voyage was fialshed and the frelght earned, and 
that was the marltims law of tha world. In the 
avent of wreck or other eventuality seamen had 
noctaim whatever, This !aw had been altered 


‘in England and pists of Europe, and now sea- 


men have a right to an advance not exceeding 
half thelr wages’ for thelr families, and thetr 
wages are not payable until termination of thelr 
voyage, Unirss it be abandoned or the men dis- 
charged. Regarding these mex, there was no 
evidence that thelr voyage had been abandoned, 


Althodgh thay might have a vested right, they
